Replying immediately in an open 
letter to John L. Lewis, president 
of the mine workers, the federation 
president dénied the accusations 
“directly and categorically.” 

He said the federation’s conven- 
tion next week at Tampa, Fia., 
would make it impossible for him to 
appear before the board. To report- 
ers hevanade plain, however, thet he 
considered his letter complied with 
the request, which asked a written 
statement if he could not appear per- 
sonally.

NEW ORLEANS, Novy. 
The south looked forward today to 
the best Thanksgiving in five years 
with the major part of a billion-dol- 
lar cotton crop safely headed for 
market. 

Ten million. bales have already 
passed through the gins while in the 


rest of the crop that the government 
predicts will total 12,400,000 bales. 

Most important of all, the cotton 
has gone on a market averaging 12 
cents a pound. While bigger crops | 
have been raised in the past five 
years, they brought prices that ranged 
from the disastrous low of 6 cents a 
pound in 1932 to approximately 11 1-2 
cents last year.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—As a 


‘result of the reciprocal trade agree- 
ment negotiated. by the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration with Canada last year 
raw cotton and linters from this coun- 
try which were assured against the 
imposition of any duty recorded in- 
creased sales in Canada from Jannary 
to June of about 45,000 bales, with an 
increased value of $1,900,000, the 
State Department announced today. 

Concerning textile products general- 
ly the analysis of Canadian-American 
trade during the first half year under 
the reciprocal agreement, which was 
released today by the State Depart- 
ment, said: 

“Sales of American textiles in Can- 
‘ada have fallen off sharply in recent 
years, and on many of them only mod- 
erate reductions in duty were obtain- 
‘able. It is significant, therefore, that 
‘sizeable gains in Canadian imports 
‘from the United States were made. 
‘Cotton piece goods from the United 


‘States showed increased imports into 
|Canada amounting to $212,000 more 
‘than in the same period of last year. 
‘Miscellaneous cotton wearing apparel 
iregistered a gain of an additional 
$100,000. Fabrics of silk or of _ silk 
|mixtures showed increased sales of 
($75,000. Wearing apparel and other 
products of rayon found a market in 
Canada to an increased Value of $133,- 
000. Smaller gains were recorded for 
oil cloth and other coated or impreg- 
nated textile materials.” 

The analysis further revealed that 
those classes of American products, 
}agricultural and industrial, on which 
/reductions were obtained in import 
duties or valuations from Canada un- 
ider the agreement showed, in general 
in trade 
during the first six months of its op- 
eration, namely 24 per cent, and ac- 
counted for $15,000,000 out of the to- 
tal increased trade of $23,000,000. 

“These trade increases were widely 
distributed among many classes of 
American producers,” department of- 
ficials declared, “and were most not- 
able in certain cotton and rayon piece 
goods and wearing apparel, fruits and 
vegetables, automotive products, etc.”

It was by far the most frank dis- 
cussion of the monarch’s friendship 
with the former Baltimore debutante 
which has appeared in any British 
publication thus far. 


The present high rate of insurance 
on the coronation, The Week said, is 
due to the possibility of the king’s ab- 
dication. 

“The idea behind the rate,” the jour- 
nal stated, “is that the king insists 
on marrying Mrs. Simpson and the 
opposition of the bishops and the Con- 
servative party generally will force 
him from the throne.” 

The article deals at length with 
what it calls the “palace battle” be- 
tween the old and young guards. 

“Tt is true,” The Week continued, 
“that if any two persons so placed 
as the king and Mrs. Simpson were 
to fall in love their situation wou!d 
be an intolerable difficulty. There- 
fore, there is no doubt that its pos- 
sibility is an absorbing subject for 
study in the American préss and a 
profitable object of speculation tor 
the British stock exchange.

The federal government will not 
contribute funds for any of the ur- 
gent human needs which the Atlan- 
ta Community Chest will be called 
upon to meet during the next year, 
Robert Strickland, vice chairman of 
the Chest’s advance gifts committee, 
told the Atlanta Advertising Club at 
its luncheon Wednesday. 

The spirit and purpose of all fed- 
eral relief is to meet conditions 
brought about directly by economic 
depression and is not in any sense 
set up to help “the poor we have 
always with us,” Mr. Strickland ex- 
plained. 


“The federal emergency program,” 
he said, “seeks to tide over the able- 


u 
child/abandoried_ by its father. for the

A military display gave point to the 
foreign minister’s speech. Heavy guns, 
tanks and armored cars rolled along 
the Champs Elysees to the cheers of 
tens of thousands, but a’ scheduled 
aviation display was postponed because 
of rain. 

The nation’s military strength, Del- 
bos declared, will be used “‘in the serv- 
ice of peace.” 

Fist fights broke out in the crowd 
watching the parade of patriotic vet- 
erans organizations. 

Communists and Socialists, singing 
the “Internationale,” tried to drown

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 11.—() 
A new old age pension organization, 
the Hornets, which advocates $100 a 
month in stamped money for all per- 
sons 50 years of age or over, has pre- 
sented articles of incorporation to the 
secretary of state. 

Joel Hervieu, of Piedmont, Cal., a 
director, said the society has more 
than 300 members.

The refusal of the Atlanta Clear- 
ing House banks to absorb, as they 
have done in past years, the more 
than three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars in scrip issued by the munici- 
pal government to meet November 
and December pay rolls is a con- 
crete warning to the city that its 
financial affairs must be put on a 
sounder and more businesslike basis 
than that on which they how rest. 

Citing that the present deficit of 
more than $3,000,000 has accrued 
from year to year since 1930, the 
banks emphasize that the city can- 
not continue to evade its obliga- 
tions, and give formal notice that 
“the banks composing the Clearing 
House Association must know defi- 
nitely in what manner the city pro- 
poses to reduce the deficit in 1937

An American 
Sees England. 


Every American in England— 
every foreign visitor, for that matter, 
in all the countries in the world—is 
asking what his “impressions’’ are. It 
is a hard question to answer. Signor 
Mussolini asked me in 1927, when I 
came to see him for the first time— 
and when he stipulated that there 
would be no interview, what my im- 
pressions were of Kome. 

It was a great puzzler, for I had 
just arrived and I could scarcely ex- 
pect that he wanted me to tell him 
what I thought of Rome’s grandeur 
past and present in an historical way. 
I said that I found the Romans so 
well dressed, an answer that pleased 
him mightily and which produced a 
steady stream of talk for 25 con- 
secutive minutes on the Duce’s part. 
writing his “impressions” of England 
in a London newspaper. 

The odd thing that struck him was 
the absence of the American drug 
store. And there he sure hit the nail 
on the head. I have been missing the 
drug store for 12 years now, and have 
not got over it yet.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


Any physician who has time and 
information—I mean in¢lination to 
look for it will find a visible sign of 
rickets in the majority of his pa- 
tients; some permanent defect or de- 
formity which was produced by the 
active rickets of childhood. X-ray ex- 
amination discloses incontrovertible 
evidence of rickets in more than 90 
per cent of all children. Competent 
physicians today deem it a duty to 
prescribe for every infant a daily dose 
of vitamin D to supplement the in- 
fant’s food which is always deficient 
in vitamin D and thus to prevent rick- 
ets. Indeed, most physicians now see 
to it that the prospective mother shall 
have an adequate daily ration of vita- 
min D so that her baby shall not be 
born with rickets. 

Laymen and perhaps some doctors 
are inclined to think of rickets mere- 
ly as deformity. While it is true that 
temporary or permanent deformities 
commonly occur during the active 
stage of and afterward, rickets is in 
truth a constitutional condition, a nu- 
tritional deficiency involving the 
blood, nerves, muscles and organs 4s 
well as teeth, spine, skull and skele- 
ton. (Those interested will find more 
about rickets in “The Brady Better 
Baby Book”—the lemon yellow book.) 

In any circumstance where there is 
any shortage in the daily vitamin D 
intake the body -is unable to utilize 
normally the important elements, cal- 
cium and phosphorus, which enter 
into the formation of teeth, bones, 


blood, nervous tissue, muscle, vital 
organs. 
Now of course I know nothing 


about the malady described in all the 
older medical tones as gout. I have 
never—oh-oh—I mean I can’t savvy 
“sout”—in truth I have seen several 
cases which purported to be gout, but 
I have never been convinced that 
uric acid or any of its congeners can 
cause any malady. I belabor this the- 
sis to the last gasp in the nile green 
book, “The Ills Called Rheumatism.” 
Here there is room to say that a 
theory more consonant with our newer 
knowledge of pathology and nutrition 
is that conditions heretofore branded 
gout are actually manifestations of 
hypovitaminosis. The foods which 
are purine-rich’ (contain much mate- 
rial from which urie acid is derived), 
such as beer, mutton, pork, chicken, 
veal, fish, malt liquors, tea, coffee 
and cocoa, happen to be poor in vita- 
mins. The foods the supposedly gouty 
guy (I mean gentleman) was _ per- 
mitted to have, such as milk, eggs, 
cheese, butter, cabbage, lettuce, pota- 
toes, onions, oatmeal, carrots, turnips, 
parsnips, asparagus, rhubarb, spin- 
ach, codfish, figs, dates, apples, 
oranges, all poor in purine, happen 
to contain vitamins. This is as far 
as I shall go with the argument, at 
least until you catch up and begin 
to ask rhetorical questions. 

In the Nile green booklet the re- 
lation of vitamin shortages with ar- 
thritis is set forth as practically as 
it can be set for that present, not 
forgetting that the terms arthritis and 
rheumatism cover a number of spe- 
cific diseases as well as the trophic, 
metabolic or nutritional mystery.

TRACED TO ROMAN ER 


FamilyTreeOutlinedThrough 
Flanders Knights to 
Time of Caesar. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—/)— 
President Roosevelt's ancestry was 
traced today through a long line of 
Flanders knights and—across an ex- 
tremely shaky genealogical bridge—to 
a family of Roman noblemen 600 years 
before Christ. 

The history of the Delanos—the 
President’s mother’s family—was un- 


résearch scholar who studies family 
trees in his spare time. He said he 
was a fourth cousin of the President, 
whom he closely resembles. 

“Earliest authentic records show the 
family stemming from Hugues de Lan- 
noy, who was count of the tiny French 
village of Lannoy in 1096,” Delano 


Said. 
The same origin recently was vouch- 


ed for by Le Matin, a Paris newspa- 
per. President Roosevelt said, at the 
time he had never had enough in- 
terest or leisure time to trace his 
own ancestral record back further 
than the 300 years the family. has 
lived on this continent. 
Genealogical Treatise. 


A bulky genealogical treatise pub- 
lished in 1899 follows the family back 
through the Dark Ages to the Actii 
clan, prominent in Roman politics 
some 600 years ahead of Julius Caeser. 
Frankly skeptical of the document’s 
reliability, Delano noted that many 
links were missing ig its chain of 76 
generations. , 

He was certain, however, that the 
first of the family to reach America 
was Phillippe de Lannoy, who sailed 
from Holland as a 16-year-old cabin 
boy in 1621 on the vessel “Fortune.”

WALLACE. APPROVES 
PECAN MARKETING 


Exporters Are To Specify 
Amount of Unshelled Nuts 
They Will Ship. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—4)— 
The Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration announced today Secretary 
Wallace had approved a program to 
encourage exports of unshelled pecans 
during the 1936-37 marketing season. 
The program is similar to one in ef- 
fect during the last marketing season. 

Under the program announced the 
secretary would invite pecan exporters 
to make export sale offers of un- 
shelled pecan. produced in the United 
States which are not below the me- 
dium size and No, 2 quality. 

In making the offer, each exporter 
would agree to export at Jeast 1,000 
rounds of unslielled pecans, and would 
specify the maximum volume he ex- 
pects to export. 

For pecans exported. under the 
agreement an export benefit of & 1-2 
cents per pound on medium sized pe- 
cens not below No. 1 quality, and 
§ 1-2 cents per pound on pevans larger 
than medium size and not below No. 
2 quality, would be paid. 

The pecans exported must have been 
sold between the date of acceptance 
of the offer by the secretary and June 
30, 1937, and must be exported be- 
fore October 16, 1937. 

Through the program, the AAA 
said, the pecan industry hopes to 
strengthen domestic market and con- 
tinue efforts to develop foreign out- 
lets to increase returns to domestic 
growers, 

Pecans are not produced commer- 
cially in any foreign country except 
Mexico, where production is confined 
to the seedling type.

They were 
laden with the jeweled orders of rank 
and mérit, worn to honor an American 
private soldier greater than any there 
in the majesty of his sacrifices, in the 
tribute his honogs paid to all Ameri- 
cans who died. 

Down below the platform place for 
the casket, in a stone vault, lay 
wreaths and. garlands brought from 
England's king and guarded by Brit- 
ish soldiers. To them came the Brit- 
ish ambassador in- the full yniform of 
his rank, to bid them keep these trib- 
utes from overseas safe against that 
hour. 

Men of History Meet. 

Above the platform” gathered men

Down around the circling pillars, the 
marble boxes filled with distinguished 
men and women, with a cluster of 
shattered men from army hospitals, 
accompanied by uniformed nurses, a 
surpliced choir took its place to await 
the dead. . 

Faint and distant the silvery 
strains of a military band stole into 
the big white bow] of the amphitheater. 
The slow cadences and mourning notes 
of a funeral march grew clearer, and 
the roll and mutter of the muffled 
drums, és 

At the arch, where the choir await- 
ed the hero, comrades of the dead 
lifted his casket down and, followed 
by the generals and the admirals who 
had walked beside him from the capi- 
tol, he was carried to the place of 
honor. Ahead moved the white-robed 
singers, chanting solemnly. 

Carefully the casket was 
above the banked flowers and 
played sacred melodies 
until the moment the President and 


placed 


the breast of any but those who had 
served the English flag; all the high- 
est honors of France; Belgium, Italy, 
Rumania, Czechoslovakia and Poland. 

To General Jacques, of Belgium, it 
remained to add his own touch to 
these honors. He tore from the breast 
of his own tunic the medal of valor 
pinned there by the Belgian king, tore 
it with a sweeping gesture, and ten- 
derly bestowed it on the unknown 


number in a move to stop picketing. 
The arrested men were released and 
police cancelled the order to arrest all 
pickets there. 

Unions reported the Armistice Day 


holiday complicated the movement of a 
limited amount of “fair” cargo which 
they decided to unload at Seattle. 
Seven ships and more than 1,700 
persons remained tied up in Hawaiian 
ports despite the willingness of the 


American warrior. 

Through the religious services that 
followed, and the prayers, the swell- 
ing crowd sat motionless until it rose 
to join in the old, consoling words of 
“Rock of Ages,’’ and the last rite for 
the dead was at hand. Lifted by his 
hero bearers from the stage, the Un- 
known was carried in his flag-wrap- 
ped, simple coffin, out to the wide 
sweep of the terrace. 

The bearers laid the sleeper down 
above the crypt in which had been 
placed a little of the soil.of France. 
The dust his blood helped redeem from 
alien hands will mingle with his dust 
as time marches by. 

Simple Burial Ritual. 

The simple words of the burial rit- 
ual was said by Bishop Brent; flow- 
ers from War Mothers of America 
and England were laid in place. For 
the Indians of America, Chief Plen- 
tycoo came to call on the Great Spirit 
of the Red Men with gesture and 
chant and tribal tongue that the dead 
should not have died in vain, that 
war might end, peace be purchased by 
such blood as this. Upon the casket 
he laid the coup sticks of his tribal 
office and the feathered war bonnet 
from his own head. Then the casket 
with its weight of honors was lowered 
into the crypt. 

A rocking blast of gunfire rang from 
the woods. The glittering circle of 
bayonets stiffened into a salute to the 


message of honor and farewell to a 
loyal comrade who was being laid to 
his last, long rest. 

High and clear and true in the 
echoes of the gun, a bugle lifted the 
old, old notes of taps, the lullaby for 
the living soldier, in death his 
requiem chant. Long ago some for- 
gotten soldier poet caught its mean- 
ing clear, and set it down that sol- 
diers everywhere might know its mes- 
sage as they sing to rest: 

“Fades the light; 

“And afar, 

“Goeth day, cometh night, 

“And a star, 

“TLeadeth all, speedeth all 

“To their rest.” 

The guns roared again in the na- 
tional salute; .

The state supreme, court yesterday 
upheld the conviction and sentenee of 
death imposed on Wilson Spikes, of 
Ware county, for the murder of Paul 
Hargraves near Waycross last year. 

In another decision, the high court 
upheld a life sentence imposed on 
C. J. Smith for his part in the Mad- 
dox Park slaying of Nicholas Neely 
in Atlanta. 

Spikes and Mrs. Hargraves were in- 
‘dicted for the murder of the woman’s 

husband, the state contending they 
sought to dispose of the husband ih 
order that they might pursue a love 
affair. The woman has not yet been 
tried. 

Smith was the second man to be 
‘given a life term in the Neely slay- 
ing, a similar sentence for Paul Ewing 
having been previously upheld.
